Prince Charles checks up on the work of his Trust 


YOUNG offenders in Bridgend had a 
royal visitor this week when Prince 
Charles met people who are turning their 
lives around - with help from his youth 
charity, The Prince’s Trust, which is set to 
celebrate its 40th anniversary. 

He visited HM Prison & Young Offenders’ 


Institution Parc to meet a group taking part in the 
charity’s ‘Get Started with Football’ programme. 

The course aims to give young people the skills, 
confidence and motivation they need to move into 
work, education or training upon their release from 
prison. 

Since 2010, The Prince’s Trust has run 12 courses 
at Parc, supporting more than 150 young people. 


The Prince was joined by Lesley Kirkpatrick, the 
director of Prince’s Trust Cymru, for a tour of the 
prison gardens and sports area, where he met young 
people on the course run in partnership with Cardiff 
City FC Community and Education Foundation and 
the Premier League. The Trust has been working 
with Cardiff City since 2009.

Age Cymru states 
there are four basic types 
- online, telephone, post 
and doorstep. Sadly, 
many elderly people, in 
particular, fall victim to 
these scams. 

Research reveals that 
more than 2,500 scams 
were reported to trading 
standards departments in 
Wales between February 
2012 and February 2013, 
however, which could 
just be the tip of the 
iceberg. 

The Office of Fair 
Trading believes only 5 


per cent of scams are 
reported, meaning that 
50,000 scams could 
actually have been 
committed. 

Mrs Gregory said: “I 
welcome Age Cymru’s 
campaign to raise 
awareness among the 
elderly community and 
encourage everyone to 
follow their tips to avoid 
being caught out by 
unscrupulous scammers. 
That is why Scams 
Awareness Month is so 
important.” 

She continued: “If

“If anyone thinks they 
have been the victim of a 
scam, they can also call

‘WHY REMOVING THE 
TRAVELLERS IS NOT AS 
SIMPLE AS IT SEEMS’ 


1 CONSIDER Alun 
Cairns’ ‘Viewpoint’ in 
The GEM last week in 
regard to the travellers at 
Dinas Powys unfair and 
had more to do with 
populism and trying to 
score cheap, political 
points, than providing the 
public with an informed 
and concise appraisal of 
the situation. 

It was wrong to compare 
Cardiff Council (travellers were 
gone within two days) with the 
Vale Council (it took 10 days) 
without a full explanation and 
understanding of the facts of each 
case. 

Very few such situations are 
identical and local authorities 
deal with them on a case-by-case 
basis. 

I have no reason to believe 
officers in the Vale Council are 
any less (or more) competent than 
their Cardiff counterparts, and 
have no doubt both will have 
used legislative tools available to 
them, as considered appropriate. 

A council cannot remove 
unauthorised travellers from its 
land immediately. It has to 
follow due legal process and will 
invariably follow central 
Government guidance. 

Proper procedures must be 
followed to ensure that it is 
successful in obtaining the 
necessary authority from the 
courts to order the travellers to 


leave the site. On encountering 
such a situation, the authority has 
a duty to carry out welfare 
assessments and, if necessary, 
consult with external agencies 
such as the NHS and the police. 
There may well need to be 
internal multi-departmental 
involvement. 

The authority will be mindful 
of the Human Rights Act in any 
decision they make, which must 
have regard to legality, necessity, 
proportionality and common 
humanity. 

All must be properly 
documented with an identifiable 
audit trail in relation to decisions 
made, in case any referral to the 
court is required. 

Dealing properly with such 
matters, is time-consuming. 
Officers must visit the site, 
interview the travellers (in the 
Dinas case possibly an interpreter 
would be needed), establish facts 
and record details. 

Other agencies may have to 
visit and report back before the 
council can act further. 

Reports will be submitted and 
then notices or direction orders 
must be drafted, signed and 
served. If the travellers remain, 
applications must be made for a 
court hearing. 

Statements will be drafted for 
submission to the court. If there 
is any objection, or if the court is 
not satisfied that the authority 
have carried out their statutory 
obligations, the case may be 
adjourned, further delaying 
eviction. 


For an authority to remove 
travellers from a site in two days 
using proper process is in my 
experience technically and 
practically almost impossible. I 
venture to suggest the travellers 
in Cardiff were probably only 
staying a couple of days anyway 
and left of their own accord. 

It is also easier to make a case 
and get court approval for 
moving travellers on if the local 
authority provides a legal 
transient travellers’ site to which 
they can relocate. 

There is not one provided by 
the Vale and the two travellers’ 
sites in Cardiff are more 
permanent residential sites. 

If the MP wishes to do 
something constructive, he could 
lobby for the law to be changed 
so that councils could act more 
expeditiously by giving them 
similar powers to the police and 
be able to direct travellers to 
move on and take eviction action 
without the need for court 
approval. 

It is quite possible that the Vale 
Council dealt with the problem as 
quickly as current procedures 
allow, and they should not be 
unduly criticised when the 
circumstances of the case are 
unknown - and certainly not by 
an MP whose body is responsible 
for the law and guidance which 
local authorities follow.

related facilities, such as 
cycle parking and 
crossing points,” a 
spokesman said. 

“Once the existing 
network has been 
mapped later this year, 
work will then begin on 
identifying all of the 
new active travel routes 
and facilities that need to 
be developed in the 
future so that local 
residents are able to rely 
less on their cars when 
making short journeys.” 

Research from 
sustainable transport 
charity Sustrans has 
found that there is huge 
potential for change in 
Wales, with more than 
one-in-five car journeys 
being under two miles in 
length - a distance that 
can be easily walked or 
cycled. 

The Active Travel 
(Wales) Act 2013 makes 
it a legal requirement for 
local authorities in Wales 
to continuously improve 
their active travel 
infrastructure each year. 

The provisions of the 
Act only apply to certain 
areas designated by the 
Welsh Government 
where it is believed that 
there is potential for 
active travel, and where 
there are over 2,000 
residents. Within 
Bridgend County 
Borough, there are nine 
such areas, which are 
Betws, Bridgend, 

Gilfach Goch, Maesteg, 
Ogmore Vale, Pencoed, 
Pontycymer, Porthcawl 
and Pyle.

ESTYN’s focus on 
outcomes, provision and 
leadership in the report 
shows the consistently 
high standards worked 
to at St Clare’s School, a 
spokesperson reported. 

“Outcomes for 
students were judged 
Good across all age 
groups. Performance in 
GCSE examinations is 
consistently high when 
compared with national 
averages... in 2014, 
pupils’ performance in 
mathematics and science 
was particularly strong. 

Results in many non¬ 
core subjects are also 
well above national 
averages. At the same 
time, 35 per cent of 
entries at GCSE were 
graded A*/A compared 
with a national figure of 
19 per cent.” 

“A-Level outcomes 
over the last two years 



show around a third of 
entries were at the 
highest A*/A grade.

Much like the 
original Terminator film, 
in the future John 
Connor (Jason Clarke), 
the leader of the human 
rebellion against the 
machines, sends Kyle 
Reese (Jai Courtney) 
back in time to protect 
his mother Sarah 
(played here by Emilia 
Clarke) from a 
Terminator sent to kill 
her (Schwarzenegger). 
However, when Reese 
lands in the past, things 
are hugely different as 
Sarah is being protected 
by the Terminator. 

In this new timeline, 
the threats to humanity 
are closer to home than 
ever as the three battle 
against a new and 
deadlier foe... 

Early on, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s 
Terminator, looking 
decidedly weathered and 
battered, declares that he 
is “Old... but not 
obsolete”. It’s a neat 
summation of the 
franchise as a whole, 
where what was sparkly 
and full of energy (the 
first two films of the 
franchise) is now battle- 
scarred, fraying at the 
edges and in danger of 
becoming a footnote 
(the latter two films). 

Unfortunately, for all 
the promise of 
Terminator Genisys 
becoming a new start 
for the franchise 
(including James 
Cameron’s public 
declaration that this film 
was the true heir to The 
Terminator and 
Terminator 11: 
Judgement Day), it 
appears to be another 
false dawn as the film

excite either as a 
summer blockbuster or 
as a chapter in the 
franchise. 

The first half of the 
film isn’t too bad; 
opening with an assault 
on the machines that 
have enslaved humanity, 
we are thrown headlong 
into the plot which sees 
the 1984 version of 
Amie (cleverly 
replicated here) sent to 
Los Angeles to hunt 
down and kill Sarah 
Connor, and Kyle Reese 
then following in order 
to to try and stop him. 

So far, so The 
Terminator, but the 1984 
that Reese finds is 
drastically different to 
the first film; here, 
instead of being an 
innocent, Connor is a 
battle-hardened 
character, who along 
with the older version of 
Amie (who, in one of 
the film’s more 
enjoyable moments, 
battles his younger 
doppelganger) are intent 
on saving humanity 
before it’s even at risk. 

It’s here that Alan 
Taylor’s well-shot take 
on 1984, the pounding 
synth score and gritty 
visuals really hit home; 
it’s once the film takes 
in time travel to 2017 
and numerous other plot 
developments that 
things begin to awry, 
and neither Taylor nor 
the script can really 
inject any great degree 
of zeal into it as the film 
descends into silly CGI 
action sequences that 
defy logic and any 
palpable sense of 
realism. 

Schwarzenegger is by 
far the most enjoyable 
performance, using his, 
and his character’s, 
advancing years to witty

and clever effect, the 
nuances and the way he 
carries himself satisfying 
to watch. 

Sadly, Emilia Clarke’s 
journey from mother of 
dragons in Game of 
Thrones to mother of the 
saviour of humanity here 
is a nondescript one, her 
Connor certainly more 
hardened than Linda 
Hamilton’s 1984 take, 
but paling in comparison 
to Hamilton’s sequel 
turn. She is saddled 
with a whiny attitude 
towards predestination 
that goes against her 
outward toughness and 
the character as a whole. 

Jason Clarke finds 
hi mself poorly served by 
a script that tends to 
concentrate on him 
delivering menacing 
warnings and being shot 
at, while Jai Courtney 
may seem to be the 
latest go-to actor for 
physical roles, but his 
Kyle Reese falls short, 
not a patch on Michael 
Biehn’s original turn and 
on his own terms is 
something of an 
annoyance. 

Perhaps the most 
frustrating thing about 
this film is the central 
twist that has been 
undone and celebrated 
by the trailers for this 


film. Had it been kept 
quiet until viewing, then, 
while the film’s flaws 
would still be there, at 
least there would be 
something interesting on 
which it could hang its 
hat. 

Instead, by blowing 
what should have been a 
clever reveal in order to 
try and get bums on 
seats, Terminator 
Genisys becomes a 
tiresome and weary 
film, falling short on 
every count. 

VERDICT: A film 
that could feasibly 
terminate the Terminator 
franchise once and for 
all, Terminator Genisys 
is a weak offering that 
disappoints.

I said in my speech 
how important it was to 
end stigma and 
discrimination faced by 
people with experience 
of mental ill-health. 

The Welsh 

Government’s ‘Healthy 
Working Wales’ 
approach is seeking to 
address this. Our 
Health and Social 
Services Minister, Prof 
Mark Drakeford, 
recently announced 
funding to deliver Phase 
2 of the ‘ Time to 
Change Wales' 1 
campaign, which seeks 
to end stigma and 
discrimination with a 
focus on the workplace, 
urging employers to 
make public 
declarations of their 
commitment to tackle 
mental health stigma 
and discri mi nation. 

Improving mental 
health and well-being in 
the workplace is part of 
the Healthy Working 
Wales campaign to 
promote health at work, 
to prevent people being 
made ill at work and to 
encourage retention or 
rehabilitation of those 
made ill at work. 

It encourages 
employers to see how 
work can have a 
positive effect on health 
and that mental ill- 
health is not necessarily 
a barrier to work.

Airport help is available 
-from car park to plane 


1 WOULD like to 
respond to the letter 
from Malcom Cole, 
published in The GEM on 
July 2. 

We are sorry that your 
experience at Cardiff Airport 
didn’t meet your expectations on 
this occasion. 

Having investigated your 
complaint on June 27, bags 
reached the belts and immigration 
queuing fell within national 
parameters, and of the three 
flights that landed at the time, all 
passengers passed through the 
border, collected their bags and 
left the hall within one hour. 

As an airport, we work closely 
with our onsite partners to ensure 
we deliver efficient and customer- 
focused on-time performance and, 
as such, continually aim to go 
above and beyond such 
parameters and customers’ 
expectations. 

We are sorry that your 
experience didn’t reflect this, and 
I’ve asked our team to look at 
how the process can be improved 
further. 


We appreciate the walking 
distances within Cardiff, as with 
all airports, can be beyond some 
customers’ capabilities and, as a 
consequence, several years ago 
introduced the special assistance 
programme, where customers can 
request the level of assistance 
they require for both the 
outbound and inbound journeys. 

The assistance can commence 
from within the car parks and can 
continue to the aircraft door, if 
required, for the outbound 
journey - and likewise for the 
inbound journey from the aircraft 
to the customer’s final point of 
onward travel. 

The dedicated and experienced 
team operating this programme 
assist passengers who otherwise 
would hesitate to travel. 

For those not wishing to use 
the assistance programme, lifts 
are available at every staircase on 
the journey. 

The situation at Cardiff Airport 
is now very different as we 
progress through 2015. Since 
2013, we have invested in all 
areas of the business, an 
improved traffic approach and 


free drop-off zone, a modernised 
and extended security search area, 
a full terminal refresh and 
improvements to car parking 
infrastructure, new facilities, free 
baggage trolleys and Wi-Fi, a taxi 
booking desk and seating area in 
arrivals plus a new customer 
service programme. 

The summer schedule is 
delivering more of what our 
customers want: choice, 
frequency and value for money 
from all our airlines. 

The provisional passenger 
numbers for June are up by 12 per 
cent, compared to the same 
period in 2014;. 

This is following the launch of 
the new Flybe base, plus strong 
load factors on airlines including 
KLM, Vueling, Aer Lingus, 
Thomson, Thomas Cook, Eastern 
Airways and Linksair. 

I trust my response has been 
helpful and we sincerely hope 
you continue to support Cardiff 
Airport.

‘It’s not a shambles, but Cardiff 
Airport does need improving’ 


1 WRITE to add 
my thoughts on 
the future of 
Cardiff Airport. My 
wife and I are 
frequent flyers (7 - 
8 flights per year) 
and, since the 
demise of Bmibaby, 
have been using 
Bristol airport. 

Over the last 10 years, 
we have witnessed 
Bristol going from 
strength-to-strength, 
making flying in and out 
of there effortless. 
However, being 
residents of Barry, we 
were over the moon 
when Flybe announced 
their arrival at Cardiff 
Airport, so much so we 
booked our next flight as 
soon as we were able. 

The fares were 
excellent and flight 
times ideal - so it was 
with great anticipation 
we prepared for our trip. 
On the day (a Thursday) 
we arrived at the airport 
in plenty of time, which 
was just as well, as there 
was a long queue to get 
through the boarding 
card checks. 

Once through, we 
realised the delay was 
due to the security 
checks and only one 
body monitor being open 
(making at least four 
unused). 

As we had plenty of 


time, we did not mind 
too much and once 
through, we were called 
and boarded on time. 

Unfortunately, our 
take-off was delayed, 
due to there not being a 
vehicle available to push 
the plane back to allow 
it to taxi to the runway. 

This caused us to miss 
our slot, which in turn 
made us an hour late 
arriving in Faro, but 
working out the travel 
time to Bristol, car 
parking etc, we still 
considered flying out of 
Cardiff the better option. 

I’m not sure what 
Flybe thought of the 
delay, but will no doubt 
make their thoughts 
known to the airport 
authorities. 

Coming back into 
Cardiff, the flight out of 
Faro was delayed for an 
hour, which got us into 
Cardiff at 23.15, but we 
did not mind too much 
as we had booked a taxi 
before leaving Cardiff 
and as we only had hand 
luggage, we expected to 
be home before 
midnight. 

Imagine our 

disappointment when we 
found that there were no 
taxis at the airport and 
one had to be summoned 
from Barry. This took 
until 12.10am, getting us 
home at 12.30am. 

We should also 
mention that when we 


were getting into the 
taxi, people were still 
waiting for their cases. 

While we don’t think 
Cardiff Airport is a 
shambles we do think it 
can improve a great deal, 
compared with its main 
rival, Bristol. It is ironic 
that the authorities can 
afford to run a bus 
around the clock for 
non-existent passengers,

Valeways strive to 
keep paths clear 
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Unique theatrical 
experience by NTW 
marks Patagonia’s 
150th anniversary

YOU would expect 
a national theatre to 
have a permanent 
base, but National 
Theatre Wales 
(NTW) has made a 
real virtue out of 
that ‘deficiency’. 

It has taken 
productions all over 
Wales, and to many 
unlikely locations - an 
army training area in 
Sennybridge (The 
Persians ) or an aircraft 
hangar in St Athan 
0 Coriolanus ) are just two 
examples. 

Its latest production is 
in the same vein, and 
thousands have already 
made the trip to the latest 
unexpected venue - a 
trading estate near 
Abercwmboi, where the 
Royal Opera House 
stores its sets in a 
massive warehouse. The 
show runs until July 11. 

This time, it’s a co¬ 
production with Theatr 
Genedlaethol Cymru, in 
association with S4C, 
titled 150 - to mark the 
150th anniversary of the 
sailing of Welsh settlers 
on The Mimosa , who left 
to start a new Welsh 
community in Patagonia. 

Now, the hardships 
endured by those settlers 
on the voyage, the trek 
over hundreds of miles of 
inhospitable terrain to 
reach Patagonia, and then 
the struggles to survive, 


including a disastrous 
flood that destroyed 
newly-built homes, seem 
ideally suited to a drama, 
but writer/director Marc 
Rees has put together a 
production that has a 
wider focus. 

Keen to dispel any 
ideas that Patagonia is 
some sort of Welsh 
theme park thousands of 
miles away, he looks for 
parallels in the present 
day, finishing with an 
exhortation to Wales to 
fight as hard for its 
culture as Patagonia will 
have to. 

The Royal Opera 
House stores provides a 
massive area, and the 


show really is a technical 
tour-de-force. Over two- 
and-a-half hours, the 
audience is shepherded 
down long corridors and 
through wide open 
spaces to a series of set- 
pieces as the cast 
illustrate the pioneer 
spirit of those settlers - 
sometimes in an 
idiosyncratic way. 

We discover one actor 
perched on a pile of 
about 10 fork lift pallets, 
and he then dismantles 
and reassembles them to 
tell the story of one of the 
colony’s explorers, who 
rode hundreds of miles to 
find a new land near the 
Andes. It's not easy to 
explain how he does it, 
but he does. 

Cinema screens 
appear on the wall, an 
articulated lorry serves as 
a portable stage, a group 
of young actors provide 
some comic relief by 
dramatising a settlers’ 
exploration mission in 
the style of a school 
eisteddfod! 

You turn your back 
and a church is quietly 
assembled while your 
attention is elsewhere - it 
is a theatrical experience 
like no other. 

The female cast are 
dressed in settlers’ 
costume, long dresses 
and exaggerated bonnets 
that keep their faces 
almost permanently 
hidden. They are silent, 
apart from one set-piece 
when they sing a Welsh 
hymn, but their 
movement and dance is 
designed to illustrate the 
settlers’ experiences. 

In one scene, the 
audience is directed to an 
area set out like an 
outdoor restaurant and sit 
at tables. It’s about 90 
minutes into the show, 
and a cup of coffee 
would be welcome, but 
instead the girls jump on 
the tables and start 
dancing to rave music 
while giving the 
audience handfuls of 
grain. 

A friend argued that it 
illustrated the 

temptations of modern 
society, which was a 
better interpretation than 
my thought that the 


director was mad as a 
box of frogs. Rest 
assured, in this 
production, there is 
plenty to discuss 
afterwards! 

The theme that 
worked best was that 
featuring a young Welsh¬ 
speaking Patagonian 
actress, Elizabeth 

Fernandez, who is a 
celebrity back home after 
securing a regular role 
here in Wales on Pobol y 
Cwm. 

It dramatised her 
personal dilemma, 
whether to pursue fame 
and fortune in a foreign 
land, or to go home and 
help in the fight to 
protect Patagonia’s 
language and culture. 

It’s the parallels to be 
found in modern-day 
society that seem to 
interest Marc Rees most. 
With Spanish dominant 
in Patagonia, and English 
having the upper hand in 
Wales, that similarity is 
obvious. Similarly, 
Elizabeth’s dilemma 
highlights the desire of 
young people to move 
from their small village 
to the bright lights of the 
big city. 

In the show, Elizabeth 
has a vision and follows a 
settler through desert 
scrubland, until she finds 
herself looking over a 
fertile valley. The 
suggestion is that she 
honours the pioneer spirit 
of her ancestors by 
staying. 

The finale back in 
Wales is an echo of that, 
as the cast open a door in 
the rear of a warehouse, 
and there we find our 
own settler, inviting us to 
look out over our own 
Welsh valley. 

150 is loaded with 
symbolism - some 
straightforward and some 
more obscure - and it 
gets its message out 
through some bravura 
performances and 
technical brilliance that 
really impresses. 

The show runs until 
this Saturday, July 11.

JIM GROVE, who died last 
week at the age of 80, was an 
architect and town planner. 
That simple description, while 
entirely accurate, fails to do 
justice to a man of character, 
conviction and sustained 
breadth of interest and 
achievement. 

Where, for instance in Cowbridge, 
could you have been transported to a 
Victorian drawing room, a Manhattan 
apartment, a sandy beach, a Russian 
dacha, or a Tudor palace? 

The answer is at The Market 
Theatre, home of the Cowbridge 
Amateur Dramatic Society, where for 
years Jim created sets for up to three 
productions a year. 

Directors would request scene 
changes, entrances and illusions, 
which would seem daunting to most 
of us - but these requests were merely 
a challenge to Jim’s ingenuity. 

His opinions on society, 
government, politics and the world at 
large were firmly held and forcefully, 
yet always courteously, expressed - 
and an argument was to be relished, 
but never to the detriment of 
friendship. 

Society is richer for characters 
such as Jim Grove and our lives will 
d)e the poorer without his 


contribution. His family and friends 
will gather in the St Quentin’s Suite at 
the Bear Hotel for a happy 
commemoration of his life at 3pm on 
Tuesday, July 14, and all who knew 
him are welcome. PJK

was a visionary in so many ways, 
with a huge breadth of knowledge 
and, most importantly, committed to 
applying his skills and talents to 
Wales, as an inspirational architect 
and town planner.

A talented young 
dancer from Barry 
has won a 
scholarship to a 
prestigious school of 
music, drama and 
dance in the north 
of England. 

Seren Cummings, a 
pupil at Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive School, 
celebrated her 16th 
birthday with the news 
that she had won a place 
at ‘The Hammond’ in 
Chester. 

Seren’s achievement 
was made against the 
odds and has thrilled the 
whole family as her mum 
Claire explained: 

“Seren’s younger sister, 
Layla-mae, was 

diagnosed with a brain 
tumour at the age of four. 
It has caused memory 
loss, verbal and mobility 
impairment, and severe 
complex partial epilepsy. 
Layla-mae was referred 
to Great Ormond Street 
Hospital and she still 
remains under their care. 

“Throughout the 
ordeal we have had to 
leave Seren many times 
with family members. 

“The frequent visits to 
hospital in south Wales 
and to Great Ormond 
Street has meant that the 
path for Seren has been 
so much tougher. 

“To add to all the 
pressures, Seren herself 
was recently diagnosed 
with otosclerosis 

(deafness caused by 
excess growth of bone in 
the inner ear). 

“She has continued to

study, meet her grades 
and develop in dance. 
Her ethos is: ‘Life isn’t 
about waiting for the 
storm to pass, it’s about 
dancing in the rain’. 

“Through a very 
difficult time, her love 
and passion for dance has 
kept her going.” 

There is nowhere in 
Wales for girls and boys 
like Seren, who have a 
passion for dance, if they 
want to carry on and take 
a professional dance 
diploma. In Seren’s case 
it has meant getting a 
place in Cheshire. 

Claire explained: 
“Vocational schools in 
England which offer the 
professional dance 
diploma are very much 
sought after. Hundreds of 
students from all over the 
UK and internationally 
go through a rigorous 
process to get offered an 
audition before even 
being considered for a 
place. 

“It is a very tough 
industry and demands 
real dedication. The 
pressure of the finances 
for these schools is 
enormous. It means each 
school only takes 
between approximately 
30 to 45 students a year 
out of hundreds of 
applications!” 

Seren began studying 
ballet and dance with 
Nicola Peros in Barry 
just three years ago. 


Since then, she has 
chalked up an impressive 
CV, completing gradings 
with distinctions through 
the Royal Academy of 
Dance; becoming an 
associate of the National 
Dance Company Wales 
which has also enabled 
her to train with London 
Contemporary Dance. 

She has also trained 
with Ballet Cymru, the 
English Youth Ballet and 
with choreographer 
Matthew Bourne. 

In her GCSE dance 
exams at Bryn Hafren 
she received two A* 
distinctions. 

‘NAILBITING’ 

Claire said: “Seren 
auditioned for the 
Hammond and received a 
‘recall’ to study a three 
year level-6 professional 
diploma in dance 
including ballet, jazz, 
contemporary, singing 
and acting. After the 
recall, she was then 
offered a place to study at 
the school. 

“The school would 
also allow her to study 
academic A-levels at it 
alongside the diploma. 

“Due to the high 
demand and small 
number of Drama and 
Dance Awards, Seren had 
to audition again to gain 
a scholarship.” 

The Drama and Dance 
Awards (DADA) help 
successful scholarship 
students by contributing 
to the cost of fees. 

Claire said: 

“Scholarships are 

extremely limited and we 
didn't expect her to get 


one. Jane Hutt also 
supported us by trying to 
get funding. 

“Since being offered 
the place in March, it has 
been a very nailbiting 
time - however Seren 
received a call last week 
on her 16th birthday and 
was awarded a full 
scholarship!” 

Seren told The GEM:
